Generally speaking, the school year has been a suc- 
cessful one. In June 1925, one student was graduated 
from high school and one pupil from the eighth grade. 


Weston has now seven students in high school and 
- two in college. We began this school year with’ four 
schools, having a total enrollment of fifty-three pupils. 
In the early winter several families moved away from 
the Shattuck district, so the directors closed the school 
at the beginning of the holidays. The remaining pupils 
are attending the Bennett school. As usual the pupils 
of the various schools have earned some money for. 
school equipment. The Children of the Village school 
sold Christmas Seals for the Vermont Tuberculosis 
Association. The spirit in which the boys and girls 
enter into these things has promise for the future. 
This year the school board purchased some fine wall 
maps for all the schools. Some new books have also 
been added to our equipment. Other thing's are needed. 


The Village school should have a new heating system 
and new window shades. 


The grounds at the Bennett schoo! might be much 
improved by removing some of the rocks, and grading 
the side next to the road. But for this I would sug- 
gest a neighborhood bee with a dinner at the school 
house for the workers and their families. 1 remember 
one such occasion at my old home school when one 
Arbor Day, each family in the district planted a tree 
on the grounds. We had a dinner at the school house, 
followed by readings and songs and a general good

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time. Then everybody wondered why in the world 
they hadn’t done it before.
